Hains said he never spoke of the rela- 
tions between Mrs. Hains and Annis to 
Captain Hains, and had remained silent 
on the matter until last spring. 

Hains made many damaging admis- 
sions today. His jaunty manner quick- 
ly disappeared in the fire of the prose- 
cutor’s interrogations, and several 
times he admitted that he cohld not re- 
member the minor, details of the Same 
testimony he -4iad_ given yesterday. 
Once in plaintive voice Hains said: 

“I can't remember. I never Was 890 
tired in my life. I have’ been five 
months in prison and I'm worn out.”’ 

He Could Not Say. 


Thornton Hains could not say, when 
at the Waldorf on August 15, on his 
way to Bayside, why he had not stepped 
across the street to Jesperson’s office to 
find out where he was, instead of going 
to the yacht club with only an ,impres- 
sion that he might be there. 

The defendant said he did not know 
whether Captain Hains had time enough 
to purchase a revolver wheen he. fell. 
behind Weaver and himself on the walk 
up Broadway on August. 15. . 

The cross-examination of the defend- 
ant was still in progress when the court 
adjourned until tomorrow, when the de- 
fendant will be questtioned about the 
shooting at the Bayside Yacht Club,

‘Mr. Kirkpatrick poked under the bed, 
land was completely. taken by surprise 
; when a negro sprang from beneath and 
attacked him_with a razor. He was 
‘totally unarmed, but grappled with the 
negro. 

The first slash of the razor cut Mr. 
‘Kirkpatrick’s ieft-ear almost in two. 
|By this time he had pinioned the ne- 
|gro’s arms and was overpowering him, 
‘when, by a sudden twist, the negro got 
'his mouth to Mr. Kirkpatrick’s hand and 
|closed down on it. As he had just come 
into the house, Mr. Kirkpatrick still 
ihad on his gloves, and consequently was 
not dangerously bitten, his physicians 
think. 

As Mr. Kirkpatrick wrenched his hand 

from the negro’s mouth, the latter saw 
his opportunity, and,» filnging himeelf 
loose, dashed through a closed windqw 
that opened on the front porch, carry- 
ing the whole sash with him, and made 
his escape, The matter was immediate- 
ly reported to tie officers, but no trace 
of the negro was found. 
‘Mr. Kirkpatrick caught the last car 
to town. His wounds were dressed by 
Dr. Cyrus Strickler, and he later in the 
night returned home, Sid Glenn, of the 
Geotgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany, \running a special car for him.

And Panic Among the Survivors of 
the Earthquake Continues—aAl- 
ready 14,000 Bodies Have 
Been Buried in the Cem- 
eteries of Messina. 


Rome, January 5.—The report from 
Messina that typhoid fever has brokea 
out there, has filled the authorities with 
alarm and apprehension. It ‘is realizei 
here that unless proper sanitary pre- 
cautions are taken at once the disease 
May spread far outside the’ ruined dis- 
tricts. Even though the ‘present cases 
may prove to be dysentery, it is well 
known that this disease under such con- 
ditions as prevail at Messina and Reg- 
gio would be likely to prove just 4s 
fatal as typhoid. “y 

According to well known medical au- 
thorities, it is the disease that has be®n 
responsible for the decimation. of almost 
whole armies in time of war and the ex- 
citing cause is unwholesome drinking 
water and the ingestion of articles un- 
fit for food. Almost perfect conditions 
prevail for its propagation at Messina. 

King Victor Emmanuel} today received 
Ambassador Griscom, who presented him 
with the steamer Bayern, in the name 
of the American relief committee, repre-

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Romance has again entered the life 
of Mrs. Florence Maybrick, the well- 
known American woman, who Was con- 
victed on the charge of poisoning her 
husband in England, sentenced to life 
imprisonment, and finally released on 
ticket of leave through the persistent ef- 
forts of the women of America, accord- 
ing to Samuel T. McCracken, southern 
manager of the Slayton Lyceum Bureau, 
which is now supplying the attractions 
for the Temple Lyceum course. 

Mr. McCracken yesterday received 
news of the engagement and approach- 
ing marriage of Mrs. Maybrick to 
Charies Wagner, of Chicago, secretary 
of the Slayton Lyceum Bureau. 

Since her release Mrs. Maybrick has 
spent much of her time in America on 
the lecture platform, and at present.is

SEISMIC JARS CONTINUE 
AT WRECKED MESSINA 


Messina, January 5 —Earth shocks 
continue here, though diminishing in 
intensity. The fires In the city also 
are being gradually extinguished. 
Thirty thousand rations were distrib- 
uteq yesterday. The official figures 
compiled thus far show that 14,000 
bodies have been buried in four cem- 
eteries, that 9,000 refugees have left 
the city, and that 9, persone still 
remain there. 

Instead of excavating in an endeavor 
to find the bodies buried beneath the 
ruins, it has: been proposed that every 
house in which it is belfeved persons 
are buried shall be covered with quick 
lime. 

The facades of the buildings along 
the water. front in a number of in-

The bodies of the dead lay. every- 
where on the surface of tbe ruins, and 
protrudeq here and thefe from the 
wreckage. 

Constant light shocks followed the 
first from the real disturbance until 45 
were recorded. 

Stuart K. Lupton, the American vice 
consul, was in his room at the Hotel 
Vittoria when the building was demol- 
ished. His escape was a miraculous 
one, Wearing only his trousers, and 
carrying his shoes and overcoat in his 
hands, he groped his way along the 
quay, knee deep in water, towarqg the 
American consulate, On the way he 
met a woman and a man, both quite 
naked, and instinctively laid his over- 
coat over thé shoulders of tne woman. 
Clambering over the ruins of the con- 
sulate, he became conscious of the fact 
that his feet were bruised and bleed- 
ing. Then he wondered why he had 
carried his shoes,in his hands. Me 
continued in a state of bewilderment 
until he established himself on a Brit. 
ish ship in the harbor. 

The first cases of typhoid fever have 
broken out here.

Her Struggle With Erb. 

Describing the struggle with Cap- 
tain Erb, when, it is alleged, he chased 
Mrs. Erb, revolver in hand, on the fate- 
ful night, Mrs. Beisel said: 

“He came toward me, and as he came 
I sprang at him. I don't know exactly 
how it happened. We tussleq over the 
hall for the revolver. He*pushed me 
against the door. He had me up against 
the wall beside.the-bathroom door. I 
was braced against the door’ and I 
tried to hold him off. I gave an awful 
push, and brooke loose. He caught me 
again. I had the pistol, ang I fired. f 
Was afraid he’d kill my sister.” 

The witness pointed as with an im- 
aginary revolver as she repeated the 
story, and then dropped back into her 
seat. “Everything grew dark after 
that, and I don’t know what hap- 
pened,” she said. f 
Important as throwing light on the 
Erb family troubles and showing some.

They. were well dressed, 
shaved and beards trimmed, but they 
‘were cadaverous and weak, Many could 
not walk.without assistance. The pris- 
oners ‘said they had been systema fcally 
starved, the allowance for their keep 
presumably going into the pockets of 
their jailers or others in. the govern- 
ment employ. They subsisted on such 
fish as could be caught off the shore 
and cooked by themselves as wel] as 
they could.

Union City, Tenn., January 5.—Argu- 
ments on behalf of the gefense in the 
case of the alleged eight night riders, 
charged with the murder of Captain 
Quentin Rankin, will begin soon after 
court opens tomorrow.

For the first time during the trfal, 
Mrs. Quentin Rankin, widow of the 
man for whose murder the eight alleged 
night riders are“on trial, was in court 
today, when the arguments began. Ac- 
companied by a score or more of wom- 
en friends, Mrs. Rankin was escorted 
to a seat within the bar. She was ciad 
in deep mourning. Major Hal Holmes 
opened for the state. 

Rankin Eulogised. 


As the attorney in an eloquent way 
pictured Captain Rankin as one of the 
cleanest, purest men in Tennessee, and 
described his fearful end, Mrs. Rankin 
broke down, and, leaning her heavily- 
velled head upon. the shoulder of her 
Sister, the little widow sobbed piteously. 
Two of the accused men gazed closely 
at her, their faces working involunta- 
rily. They were Tid Burton and Bob 
Hoffman. The latter is the man, who, 
according to at least two witnesses, 
fired the shot that pierced Quentin Ran- 
kin's heart, as he was hanging, slowly 
strangling to death, from the forked 
tree at Walnut Log. 

Mrs. Rankin raised hgr head a moment 
and taught sight of the faces of the 
two men as they looked at her. he 
shivered and turned her face away. The 
defendants settled back into their seats, 
and did not again look at Mrs. Rankin.

United States, Panama and 
Colombia Settle Their

Differences. 


Washington, D. C., January 5.—It was 
learned here tonight that negotiations 
have just been concluded between the 


governments of the United States, Co- 
whereby all mat- 


ters in controversy between them are 


settled. 

By the terms of the treaty, Colombia 
recognizes the independence of Panama, 
and the two countries resume diplomatic 
and commercial relations. 

Panama agrees to pay to Colombia the 
sum of $2,500,000 in annual installments 
of $250,000 each for ten years as her 
share of the Colombian national debt, 
incurred at the time when Panama was 
a part of that republic. 

The United Gtates agrees to furnish to 
‘(Panama the money to be paid to Co- 
lombia in accordance with terms with 
the existing treaty between the United 
States and Panama, the first payment 
to be made nine years after date of the 
treaty. 

It was also learned that the treaty 
also permanently fixes the boundary 
line between Colombia and Panama. This 
is directly of interest to the United 
States. as it comes within the Panama 
canal zone.

Washington, January $—It has cost the 
government $15,000 already in the employ- 
ment of private detective agencies to. in- 
vestigate the Brownsville affair, and the 
contracts with these agencies are still in 
force.

By this expert manage- 
ment every car will be sold at a profit, 
and few, if any, go to waste. The ex- 
change will be represented at all of the 
nmrarkets by its own inspectors, who will 
see to it that their friut is not allowed 
to rot, and is correctly iced to prevent 
any such disaster. 

The Georgia Fruit Exchange, by con- 
trolling 67 per cent of the crop of 6,000 
ears, means that it will handle some- 
thing in the neighborhood of 3,900 cars. 


34,500,000 Annually. 


Manager Fleming says that if the peach 
crop is properly distributed tHe state of 
Georgia will receive about $4,500,000 
annually.

Since 1900 there 
has been annually a national automobile 
show in the Garden, as there will be this 
season, beginning January 16, under the di- 
rection of the Association of Licensed Au- 
tomobile Manufacturers. In the meantime, 
however, the makers outside of the licensed 
association have begun to hold thelr own 
show elsewhere just prior to the Garden 
shove and it is a notadle fact that there is no 
building in the city big enough to accommo- 
date all the exhibits should it be desired to 
hold a single show. Already every ingenuity 
of engineering has been resorted to in order 
to increase the floor space of the Garden 
and every square foot of space is at a 
premium. It was found necessary by the big 
manufacturers to draw discriminating lines 
somewhere and many minor exhibitors who 
want to be in the Garden show are forced 
to find space elsewhere. Should it come 
about that it was thought to be desirable to 
hold a united show, !t would be impossible 
simply for lack of a building spacious 
enough.

President-Blect Thanked Augusta 
Ministers for Thetr Prayers—in 
His Address He Discussed 
the “Moral Awakening.” 

Dr. H. C, White Calls 
on Mr. Taft.

Augusta, Ga.,° January 5—To the 
Protestant ministers of Augusta Pres- 
ident-élect Taft. expressed his views 
regarding the influence of the church 
upon civilization and’ ita usefulness in 
aiding governmental development. His 
talk might be regarded as an interest- 
img addition to the genera) discussion 
which has been indulged in regardiing 
his religiuos beliefs. | ; 

The ministers. had extended Mr. Taft 
a cordial welcome and expressed a de- 
sire tO arrange a reception for him, 
their manifestation of fgiendliness be- 
ing concluded with prayer Mr. Taft 
began by thanking them for, their good 
will and their prayers, adding: ‘In 
carrying on the burden of a govern- 
ment, which, with its increasing use- 
fulness necessarily entails greater tasks, 
they,g who are charged with its execu- 
sae need every assistance and sympa- 

vy." ‘ 

Taft on “Moral Awakening.” 


Mr, Taft, referred to the ‘moral ewak- 
ening’’ during the past four years, as 


Our ciyjlization. The people had de- 
manded a moral reform, and in this, 
he said, the clergy “must take an im- 
portant part.” .; 

In his experiences in the north and 
south, and in the Philippines, Mr. Taft 
Said he had been able to study many 
different phases of civilization, espe- 
clally in the mattér of church infiu- 
ence, 

“Leaving out the 
timctions,”” he continued, “the indispen- 
Sable presence of church influence in 
the improvement of our civilization no 
one can be blind to who has shared 
in the slightest the responsibility for 
government and the responsibility for 
improvement in a people, as I have. 
That was\responsibility in respect to a 
race that Is now in a state of Christian 
tutelage and must be uplifted, in my 
judgment, by us, and through 
Our guidance before we shall have 
discharged the obligation that prov- 
idence has thrust upon _ us. And 
in the study of the develop- 
ment it has been made known to me 
the enormous inhuence that the church 
must exercise in order to make our 
progress there effective. 

“The Roman Catholic church was 
there for years, and preserved that 
state of Christian tutelage to which I 
have referred. 

“Now, the ban has been removed from 
other denominations, and they are all in 
there on an equality in the spirit of 
Christian emulation, attempting to up- 
lift those people, and we, for the gov- 
ernment, by a system of secular educa- 
tion, are aiding that uplifting; but with- 
out the moral influence of the churches 
there, we could not accomplish any- 
thing, It is that sort of experience by 
which there {s borne in upon us the tm- 
portance of the maintenance of a church 
and its influence at all hazards. 

United States and the Church. 


‘It is difficult sometimes to explain to 
one who has been used to the close 
union of church and state, such as was 
preserved in Spain, such as is preserv- 
ed in some other countries, the real at- 
titude of the American government to- 
ward the church. He assumes that if 
we separate the church from the state 
it means that the state does not favor 
the church. I had the honor to repre- 
sent this country in a transaction of a 
business character with Leo XIII. at 
the vatican, and there I pointed out to 
him, with all the emphasis possible, 
that the separation of church and state 
was in the interest of the church, and 
that in America he could count on the 
sustaining of the rights of the church 
and its encouragement by every legiti- 
mate means, on the part of the people, 
without its assuming any governmental 
function, or having any governmental 
right, such as it has in other countries. 
“It comes over Me every once in a 
while, when I am charged with accom- 
plishing something among a people, how 
absolutely essential {t Is that we should 
have the influence of the church behind 
everything that we do.” 

Taft on Negro Education. 

The clergymen in their talk had ree 
ferred to negro'education, and at this 
point, in his reply, Mr. Taft remarked 
that his previpus statement was one of 
his strong reasons fot advocating the 
maintenance of excellent universities in 
the south for the education of the negro 
miptster, because of their wonderful 
power over that race. These men had 
a great responsibility, and should be 
thoroughly prepared therefor, he added. 
The influence of the white churches on 
the negro churches, he said, must con- 
tinue to grow. 

Mr. Taft explained that he was not in 
favor of a university education for every 
negro, any. more than for every other 
man. “What they need to be taught is 
the primary education and the indus- 
trial education to make them better 
workmen, better skilled laborers and 
better farmers than they are today.” 

Horace EB. Andrews, a prominent citi- 
zen of Cleveland, Ohio, and Eadftor Rob- 
ert Wolff, of Columbus, saw Mr. Taft 
today and discus¢ed Ohio state politics, 
Mr. Taft said that both’ made hearty 
indorsements of Myron T. Herrick for a 
cabinet position. He added that he had 
the highest regard for the persona] judg- 
ment of his callers, especially Mr. An- 
drews, whém he had known long and 
favorably. 

Dr. H. C. White Sees Taft. 

Another cabinet conference resulted in 
the call of L. H. Bailey, of Cornell uni- 
versity; Dr. H. C. White, of the state 
university at Athens, Ga., and PPofessor 
L. G.. Carpenter, director of the Colo- 
Trado agricultural experiment station, 
constituting a committee from the Na- 
ional Association of Agricultural Col-

COL. HENRY D. CAPERS 
HOME FROM WASHINGTON 


Atlanta Representative Plays Im- 
portant Part in Historical As- 
sociation Convention. 


Colonel Henry D. Capers has returned 
from Washington, D. C., ’whither he 
went some two weeks ago as a represen- 
tative of Atlanta to the American His- 
torical Association, which met in the 
@mithsonian institution. : 

“The sessions of the association,” said 
the colonel last night, “were interesting 
and decidedly advantageous to all who 
were in attendance.” 

The journal of the association shows 
that Colonel Capers was a leader in 
bringing about a most important change 
in the constitution of the American His- 
terical Association. The colonel sug- 
gested that an auxiliary body be con- 
stituted to be known as the Academy 
of History—that body to be composed of 
one member of the American Historical 
Association from each state in the union. 
The matter was referred to the commit- 
tee on resolutions, and that committee, 
after hearing Colonel Capers’ presenta- 
tion. reported unanimously the follow- 
ing amendment to the constitution of the 
association: 

Amendment 4. The president of the 
American Historica] Association shafl have 
the authority to appoint one accredited mem- 
ber of this association as a member of an 
anxiliary body of this association, which 
said auxiliary association shall be kndwn 
and designated as the Academy of History. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of each 
member of the academy to compile, in a con- 
densed form, the history of his state in the 
arts, in the sciences and in literature, and

In this, ex-Governor North- 
en made a strong plea for fair treat- 
ment and education, of the negro ag a 
means of solving-the problem. There 
are few southern white people who can 
appreciate how the negro feels on this 
point. I believe ex-Governor Northen 
does, 

Dr. White eaid: “Whatever is done to 
help the negro, you must consider the 
opinion of educated negro leaders.” In 
my opinton, this and the point made by 
ex-Governor Northen were the two 
strongest points developed in the dis- 
cussion. They struck at the core of the 
problem and, if heeded, will reduce the 
friction that will arise between the 
races. 

If such a discussion could: have ob- 
tained forty years ago there would be: 
no “negro problem” at present.

WEAKENS STOCKS 


Effect of U. §, Supreme-Court 
Decision \s Still Felt 


General List, However, Made Sturdy 
Stand Against Reaction, and in 
Some Quarters a Degree 
of Positive Strength 
Was Shown. 


‘New York, January 5—The profes- 
Sional view of the weakness which de- 
veloped in the stock market today was 
that it was largely due to the sympa- 
thetic effect of the collapse in Conso}- 
idated Gas, which proceeded today only 
less Violently than yesterday. The pe- 
riod of greatest weakness in €onsol!- 
dated Gag today, however was while 
the general list was making a sturdy 
stand against the reaction and wager 
Phowing a degree of positive strength 
in some quarters. 

The action of the market warranted 
the implication that the support was 
in the interest of facilitating the pro- 
cess of liquidation and the pursuit of 
this purpose had the later enect of 
weakening the whole list. The unex- 
pected adverse decision in the Consoli- 
dated Gas suit yesterday undoubtedly 
too the interests most largely commit- 
ted to the long side of the market wn- 
}@wares and interfered with the plan of 
conduct of their market campaign. Ev- 
idence, more or less reliable, especially 
that growing out of the movement of 
the market Stself, has kept clear the 
fact that effective support for prices has 
been offered for months past in con- 
nection with the impressive accumula- 
tion of securities that was going:on. 

The consensus of opinion has been 
Strong that the period of renewed ease 
in the money market after the turn of 
the year would facilitate a revival] 
speculative activity and conduct to still 
higher prices for stocks. The money 
market is rapidly and sensibly grow- 
ing easier and other expected favorable 
developments are not lacking, Dut so 
many speculative holdings of stocks ap- 
parently have been waiting for this op- 
portunity to realize profits that the 
Selling outweighs the demand. 

The effective selling was withheld for 
a time early today, while measures were 
taken to steady:the market, but its re- 


been attained had a strong influence on 
Speculative sentiment and discouraged 
hope of present efficient leadership of 
a campai‘en for further advances. The 
Consolidated Gas decision undoubtedly 
has had a bad effect on the specula- 
tive confidence engenedered by the as- 
sumption that governmental activities 
were to move in future in favor of the 
corporations. 

The refusal of the supreme court to 
entertain the government’s appeal to 
reopen the Standard Oil fine decision 
was industriously cited to offset the ef- 
fect of the gas case, but its effect was 
marred by the announcement of the at- 
torney general’s office that the case 
would be retried. 

The disappointment in the gas suit 
has given rise to some timidity regara- 
ing the outcome of other suits In which 
a favora'tble outcome has been assumed 
with effect in the stock market. This 
is notably the case regarding the suit 
to contest the Hepburn law’ commodity 
clause. The new phase taken by the 
Balkan question had a disturbing ef- 
fect on foreign markets and were. re- 
flected to some extent here. Some of 
the day’s liquidation was attributed to 
holders of Consolidated Gas, who were 
unwilling to sell it and had to find re- 
sources to protect it. American Smelt- 
ing, almost alone of the general list, 
showed strength and an advance in the 
price of copper was given some re- 
sponsibility for this.

The privilege of filing the protest, if 
not wholly satisfactory to the dealers, 
was accepted by them in preference to 
submitting to prosecution for misde- 
meanor as prescribed by law. 

Many of the dealers, therefore, 
promptly pala their tax to the ordinary, 
and ft is expected all of them will make 
payment during the week. 

Nevertheless, they intend to continue 
their Aght in the courts against the 
law and will carry their case before a 
jury in the superior court. 

An effort may be made to get the 
matter to the supreme court of the 
United States, but apparently the state 
officials are not much worried over that 
feature. 

100 Dealers Hawe Paid. 


| When the ordimary’s office closed in 
the afternoon over 100 dealers had paid 
their 1908 tax, and it was the opinion 
of* Ordineny Wilkiinson that the re- 
mainder, about ten in number, would 
‘pay theirs shortly. 

When asked if it was true that legal 
steps would be talken to collect the tax 
from the delinquents, Judge Wllkinson 
said that matter was ih the hands of 
the governor. 

That no trouble will be experienced 
with those who have not paid ag yet 
is the consensus of opinion. 

The adjustment of the differences ex- 
isting between the dealers and the state 
was brought about by a conference 
between Attorney General fLart and 
the near beer dealers’ counsel, follow- 
ing which a letter was written by the 
attorney general, in which he -express- 
ed the opinion that if the law was at 
some future time found  unconstitu- 
tional the tax money would be refund- 
ed by the state and that the ordinary 
‘would accept the taxes and acknow]l- 

ge their payment under protest as a 
protection to the dealer. 

The letter was submitted to Governor

Cline 
made*a desperate effort to resist being 
taken to Georgia, and was held in jail 
here awhile, pending an appeal to the 
Supreme court. He was finally taken 
to that state, and came back here re- 
cently, saying that the prosecution waa 
malicious, and had been dismissed. 

Cline claims that his wife secured a 
divorce last. week. Information from 
Statesboro is that he married a Sta tes- 
boro girl, desertéd her, and went to the 
Spanish-American war. Later he re- 
marnied her, and deserted her some- 
where in South Carolina.

Union City, Ga., January 5.—(Special.)

(fParmers’ Union Agricultural college, 
which is being erected at Union City. C. 
S. Barrett, national president of the 
Farmers’ Union, was master-.of cere- 
monies. The laying of the stone was 
conducted by the Masons, Thomas UH. 
Jeffries, Georgia grand master, officiat- 
ing. The speakers were Thomas H. Jef- 
fries, F. L. Seely and Commissioner of 
Agriculture T. M. Hudson. 

A very large crowd was present, and 
one of the finest barbecues ever given in 
Campbell! county was served. 

It ts expected that this big agricul- 
fural college will be ready for the re- 
ception of students by the first of next 
September. The national and state of- 
ficilals of the Farmers’ Union are the 
principal workers for the college. 


N. J. McArthur, former president 
of the Interstate Cotton College, -and 
an expert cotton sampler, has written 
a letter to Secretary ‘of Agriculture 
Wilson, criticising the proposed plan 
of a committee, acting under hfs direc- 
tion, to establish a new standard of 
cotton grading. i 

Mr. McArthur thinks that the. at- 
tempt to reduce about thirty distinct 
points of cotton classification to nine 
rade designations would work great 
injury to the cotton grower. 

He shows that the points gf differ- 
ence in any two grades would thus be 
increased, and that all intermediate 
half and.quarter grades of the present 
standard would be virtually eliminated. 
He asserts that the grower with cot- 
ton only the slightest shade under any 
given classification’ would have it 
graded at the next lower grade point. 
Again he shows an attempt to raise 
the naming of all grades in the pres- 
ent standard so that each grade name 
will designate a higher type of cot- 
ton, and that the name middling, 
which is the standard market quota- 
tion grade, would be given to good 
middling, a full grade higher. He 
contends that the present standard 
English classtfication of middling will 
remain unchanged, that it governs the

Demands National Cognizance, 


In thts connection, Mr. McArthur’s 
letter concludes as follows: 

“This is an item, Mr. Secretary, that 
demands national cognizance and ac-~- 
tion. The American who, upon Wall 
street or elsewhere, for personal gain, 
will beat down or bear the market 
value of any American product for ex- 
port 1s as much a traitor to his country 
as he who would scuttle an American 
battleship for similar personal gain. 
Yet I am told that many prominent s0- 
called American patriots do this thing. 
The quarter grades should be reeatab- 
lished and a_ suffictent number of 
guides to grades should be prepared, 
to be kept In the proper department, 
by which like guides or types could be 
put up to supply the demands made by 
cotton growers. This is all, and the 
full work of such a committee as that 
referred to in the press dispatch re- 
port.
